Largely Attended Meeting Held 
Last Night—Steps Taken to 
Present Case 


The people of Grouard and others 
who have financial interests there are 
taking every possible means to gain 
the attention of J, D. McArthur and 
to hold it long enough to wrest a 
promise from him to extend the main 
line into the northern town. At the 
present time the right of way of the 
line runs about eight miles from the 
thriving village and the people there 
think they should be included in the 
right of way.

These big steel 
enables are supposed to be insulated 
but the cable at the point, from some 
unknown cause or other, Was charged 
With electricity, and as Pemberton 
was wearing only a leather glove, tne 
heavy current passed through ‘is body 
and into the telephone megsenger 
wire ,making a complete eireuit. His
